transfusion. 

Louis was given his first trans- 
| fusion at the age of seven months 
when doctors discovered he had 
Cocley’s anemia. This is a rare 
| childhood disease whose victims 
are unable to fully replenish their 
own. blood. 

There is no cure known. They 
must live on the blood of others 
,or die. And usually they. die any- 
way. But in Louie’s wiry 93- 
peund frame there is a_ great 
| gusto for living, a stout heart 
| that won’t give up. 

“If we can pull him through 
until hes 20, he may improve,” 
‘said Dr. Harvey Gollance, deputy
